Cincinnati, Ohlo, December 4.—The 
shocking scene of a school boy 8 years old 
stabbed to death by a schoolmate aged 
ji was witnessed on the streets of New- 
port, Ky., at noon today. Joseph Creel- 
man, the victim, had had a quarrel in the 
schoo! room with Eddie Armines, and when 
on their way home the quarrel was re- 
newed. A third boy taking the part of 
Creelman, threw a piece of brick which 
struck Armines on the hand: At that mo- 
ment Creelman ran up to him and was 
stabbed. He soon fell, and in fifteen min- 
utes was dead. 

The Armines boy walked rapidly away, 
carrying the pocketknife in his hand. 
He went to the fire engine house, where 
his uncle is captain, and threw the knife 
jnto an out house, but said nothing about 
the murder until the news of the lad’s 
death. His uncle then promptly surren- 
dered him to the police, to whom the boy 
told this story of the crime: 

“Creelman missed his reading lesson 
and was sent to the foot of the class. The 
teacher made him sit at the blackboard 
and I laughed at him. When school was 
out he cursed me. I started for the engine 
house and Plummer threw a brick at me 
and Creelman ran up and grabbed me by 
the arms. I did not think the brick was 
thrown at me until it hit me on the hand. 
Then I stuck the Knife out easy and heard 
his coat rip.”’ 

Both boys belong to excellent families.

Representatives of All Western

SCENT DANGER 
FROM AMERICA 


“American Peril’ Is Subject 
of Gloomy Debate in 
German Reichstag. 


FEAR UNITED STATES 
WILL DOMINATE WORLD 


Dr. Paache Ures the Reichstag To 
Put Germany in a State of De- 
fense—Considers Reciproc- 
ity Talk as a Sham 
Only. 


3erlin, December 4.—During the coursé 
of the tariff debate In the reichstag today 
Dr. Paache, of Halle university, sounded 
the strongest warning concerning the 
‘American peril’’ which has yet been ut- 
tered. 

Dr. Paache visited the United States 
in 1899 to study the social and industrial 
conditions there. Since his return he has 
been lecturing on the changed balance of 
the world’s trade wrought by the domi- 
nating growth of the United States. Dur- 
ing his address the speaker laid before 
the house masses of figures which set 
forth the expansion of the American man- 
ufactures and of American foreign com- 
merce of recent vears, and the enormous 
accumulation of wealth of the United 
States: He accompanied his statistics 
with a philosophical analysis supporting 
; the idea that Germany's most dangerous 
‘and most immediate trade enemy was the 
United States. Dr, Paache said: ‘‘Pecu- 
liarly grave dangers threaten us from 
America; against these we must Keep our- 
selves in a state of defense.”’ 

Dr. Paache was particularly impressed 
by the rapid growth of the cotton goods 
trade in the United States, which he said 
now dominated’ the market of the world. 

Regarding the paragraph in President 
Roosevelt's message concerning _ reci- 
procity, Dr. Paache sald: 

‘‘America makes a feint of adopting a 
policy of more liberal commercial treaties, 
but she {is determined to abandon nothing 
of her protective system. What would it 
profit us {f we got a slight reduction of 
duties which are now absolutely prohibt- 
tive, In spite of this our ‘treaties’ say 
we do not dare to raise our duties. The 
yankee has not a trace of such sentiment 
in politics.’”’ 

It was evident Dr. Paache’s speech im- 
pressed the members of the reichstag. 

Herr Goethein, secretary of the chamber 
of commerce of Breslau, and a free trader, 
who was recently elected to the reichstag 
from. .a strong agricultural district, warned 
the reichstag against adopting defensive 
legislation directed at the United States, 
as Dr. Paache demanded. He referred 
to the importance of the trade relations 
between Germany and the United States, 
adding what he said Count von Posadow- 
sky-Wehner, secretary of the interior, had 
forgotten to say yesterday when he took 
up the cudgels in defense of the bill, that 
“Our exports last year .to the United 
States were larger than those of any 
previous year.”’

GREAT CROWDS AT THE SHOW.

Chicago, December 4.—The fifth day of

J attracted the greatest crowd ever assem- 


bled at the Chicago stock yards, the pa- 
vilions, pens and yards being crowded 
really beyond their capacity. High offi- 
clals of several western states and Can- 
adian provinces were among the specta- 
tors, including Governor Shaw, of Iowa; 
Governor Savage, of Nebraska; Governor 
Van Sant, of Minnesota; Governor Dur- 
bin, of Indiana; Governor Dockery, of 
Missouri; Governor Toole, of Montana; 
Governor Wells, of Utah; Senor Caserro- 
vos. of Mexico; Sencr Alberto Serantes, 
of the Argentine Republic, and Hon. J. 
M. Dryden, Canadian minister of agri- 
culture. 

The fat Hereford stcer, Wood's Princi- 
pal, to which the championship of the 
show was awarded yesterday, was sold 
at auction to A. G. Swenson, of New 
York, for 50 cents a pound. 

The annual intercollegiate stock judg- 
ing contest for the Spoor trophy was an- 
other feature of the day. The winners 
probably will be announced tomorrow. 

Students of agricultural colleges in the 
United States and Canada met this even- 
ing at the hall of the Chicago live stock 
exchange and organized the International 
Federation of Agricultural Colleges. Per- 
due, Michigan, Ontario, Iowa, Illinois, 
Cklahoma, Minnesota and other colleges 
were represented. 


MALTREATED BY COLOMBIANS. 


English Sailor Fares Badly at the 
Hands of Soldiers: 

Colon, Colombia, December 4.—The 
British cruiser Tribune, which § sailed 
from here Sunday with the British con- 
sul on board, has returned to Colon 
from Bocas del Toro, bringing news that 
the latter town is in the hands of the 
government, and that its inhabitants are 
celebrating the recapture of Colon. 

Captain Galloway, of the Tribune, ana 
Mr. Hudson, the British consul, have 
gone to Panama on a special train to 
make a complaint to the government of 
the alleged ill-treatment of the Tribune’g 
boatswain by Colombian’ soldiers at 
Bocas del Toro. They claim that no 
punishment was inflicted on the offend- 
ers. The Tribune had a boatload of arm- 
ed men ready to land in case of necessity. 
The cruiser is expected to return to 
Bocas del Toro immediately, 

The Austria-Hungarian cruiser Sziget- 
var arived here thig morning. 

The peace commission, composed of a 
representative of promin@it liberals of 
Panama, a representative of the Colom- 
bian government and General De La 
Rosa, secretary of General Domingos 
Diaz, which started for the interior to 
obtain an interview with Generals Diaz 
and Lugo and induce them to give up 
the struggle and return to Panama, re- 
turned to that city yesterday. The com- 
missioners saw General Diaz, who agrees 
to lay down arms and come to Panama 
under the same conditiong which were 
agreed upon at the time of the surren- 
der of Colon. 

Diaz is expected to arrive at the vil- 
lage of Havana today with such follow- 
ers as care to surrender. 

Senor Del Rio, acting agent of the 
Pacific Mail Steamship Comp@y at Pan- 
ama, who was arrested over a month ago 
on the charge of complicity in the doings 
of the liberals and with being in posses- 
sion of revolutionary correspondence, 
hag been given the option of standing 
trial or paying $1,000 and. leaving the 
country in fifteen days. He has accept- 
ed the last alternative and is now free. 

General De La Resa, who surrendered 
Colon to the government forces, will, it 
is reported, be appointed a commission- 


er to go to Umaco for the purpose of 
arranging an exchange cf prisoners.

DREYFUS SCANDAL REOPENED. 


Maitre Labori Furious Over His 
Treatment by Dreyfusards. 

Paris, December 4.—The recent recrudes- 
cence of interest in the Dreyfus affair has 
created incidents which, while they do not 
affect the question of the innocence of 
Dreyfus, throw interesting light on the 
subsequent relations of Dreyfus, Reinach, 
Labori, Picquart and other Dreyfusards. 
Reinach's withdrawal of his brief from 
Maitre Labori in the suit brought against 
the former by Madame Henry, was the 
first development which drew attention 
to the rupture between them. M. Labori, 
about the same time, published an arti- 
cle in The Grande Revue, which he 
edited, on the political situation, in which 
he pointed out that the Dreyfus affair 
was closed by the fact that Dreyfus: had 
accepted a pardon. In acquiescing to this 
settlement, and in accepting amnesty, La- 
bor{ considered that Dreyfus’ friends had 
removed the question from a high moral 
nlane into one of pure personality, and 
that the Dreyfus question had ceased 
to be human and universal. 

These declarations indicated a rupture 
between Labori and Dreyfus. The Na- 
tionalist Echo de Paris then published an 
interview with a friend of Reinach, and 
of -the Dreyfus family, who said that 
Reinach withdrew the brief because his 
friend, Cornely, who represented his 
views, had been removed from the posi- 
tion of political leader writer while on 
Labori’s Revue, notwithstanding Labori’s 
promise to retain him given him when 
Reinach financially supported The Re- 
vue, 

The informant of the interviewer also 
asserted that Laborl was furious because 
Drevfus did not remain in prison, and 
from there continue to prosecute the work 
of his rehabilitation. 

Labori today breaks silence in an arti- 
cle published by The Journal, the first of 
a series which he announces, entitled 
“My Explanations.”” What he says today 
is not of the first importance, but is evi- 
dently a prelude to interesting revela- 
tions regarding his relations with Dreyfus 
and Reinach. He says that he ceased to 
be counsel for Dreyfus a year ago at 
the request of the Dreyfus family, and 
that in view of divergence of opinion as 
to the conduct of the Dreyfus trial and 
the subsequent amnesty question, he asked 
Reinach, in October, 1899, to allow him to 
relinquish his briefs in the Henry and 
other cases, but Reinach appealed to his 
Cevotion, pointing out the grave effects 
of a public separation between them. 
Reinach wrote him approving of his 
(Laborti’s) recent article in The Revue 
and then withdrew the brief in the Henry 
case, on the ground of breach of friend- 
ship in dismissing Cornely. The lawyer 
Sayg that whatever Reinach’s real mo- 
tives were, he was obliged to accept this 
explanation. 

Another interesting incident has arisen 
in the placin= on the retired list of Major 
Carriere, who was prosecutor at the 
Rennes courtmartial. In an_ interview 
with the major, just published, he was 
asked whether he desired the post of 
magistrate, and he replied: 

“What could I get from the minister of 
justice? Those people hate. I have been 
on the list for appointment as officer of 
the Legion of Honor for the past two 
years, but others have been passed over 
my head.’’ 

The fnterviewer asked Major Carriere 
if he committed a mistake in urging the 
condemnation of Dreyfus. 

“‘Yes,’’ replied the major, “‘that is the 
reason.”’ 

Continuing his questions, the interviewer 
remarked: 

“It is said that you had orders to sum 
up in favor of his innocence. But a min- 
ister denies this.” 

Major Carriere replied: “Yes, it was 
Gallifet who had the effrontery to deny 
it. But, I shall soon be free, and then, 
perhaps, I can talk.” 

Generalde Gaillifet, who was minister of 
war at the time of the Rennes courtmar- 
tial, now writes to the papers denying 
Major Carriere’s accusation, -The major’s 
reply is now awaited. 

In his second article in The Journal, 
published this morning, Labori, replying 
to the interview in The Echo de Paris, 
denies that he wanted lereyfus to refuse 
his pardon. lLabori déepiores the condi- 
tion under which this pardon was granted 
and accepted and the silence which seems 
to have been impose} on an innocent man 
in whose behalr he (Labori) and others, 
in a passion for an ideal had not hesitated 
to stir up the country. 


Jenkins Denies Charges.

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DUELS FOUGHT 
FOR THE QUEEN 


Prince Henry Insults Wilhel- 
mina and Meets. Her 
Friends on Field, 


EACH OF HIS OPPONENTS 
FEELS SWORD OF PRINCE 


Prince Is Accused of Misconduct and, 
of Neglecting Queen—He Was 
Drunk When He In- 
sulted His Royal 
Wife. 


Amsterdam, December 4.—Iin spite of de- 
nials, investigation shows that there is a 
substantial foundation for the story of a 
duel being fought between Prince Henry 
of the Netherlands, husband of Queen 
Wilhelmina, and Major Van Tets, the 
queen's aide de camp. 

It appears that at a dinner at Hetloo 
her majesty was hurt by inattention on 
the prince’s part, and spoke to him sharp- 
ly. Prince Henry retorted offensively, 
whereupon Major Van Tets rebuked him. 
The prince, who had been drinking freely, 
became angry. A duel with swords wags 
fought after dinner. Van Tets was wound- 
ed. He has been removed to Utrecht to 
be operated upon. 

The same incident gave rise to another 
duel between Prince Henry and a gentle- 
man of the court. The latter was 
wounded. 

Prince Henry Drinks. 

London, December 5.—The matrimonial 
quarre] between Queen Wilhelmina and 
Prince Henry, her husband, excites great 
interest here. 

The history of the affair, as gathered 
from the various continental newspapers, 
charges Prince Henry with misconduct 
and neglect, and repeats rumors of his 
deep drinking and heavy gaming debts 
which Queen Wilhelmina declined to pay. 

Another point of disagreement beiween 
the pair was the prince’s unconcealed an- 
tipathy to Holland and his ungovern- 
able passion for hunting, which resulted 
in his long absence in Germany. It is 
said that the queen’s mother interfered 
and taxed her son in law with his mis- 
behavior, but without effect, and finally 
the matter developed into an estrange- 
ment between mother and daughter. 


He Kicked the Major. 

In regard to the quarel at the dinner 
at Hetloo and the resultant duels, an- 
other rumors represents Major Van Tets 
as having received a violent kick in the 
stomach,. which caused him severe in- 
ternal injuries and-itis supposed the fear 
that his death might result lead to revela- 
tions is the real reason for something of 
the truth being permitted to leak our 
after the matter was officially denied. The 
latest news, however,. says that Major 
Van Tets is progressing favorably and it 
is said the queen’s mother has been able 
to effect something like a reconcilation 
between the queen and her husband. 

Prince Henry has a record of severa, 
duels in his student days. He has al- 
ways been exceedingly unpopular in Hol- 
land, where, since 1870, there have been 
morbid fears of 
the part of Germany and-on this accoun. 
the friends of Prince Henry declare he 
never has had fair play. 


WRANGLE FOR EMPTY HONORS. 


King’s Coronation Is Causing Bad 
Blood in England. 

London, December 4.—The court of 
claims, which is dealing with the rights 
and privileges relating to the coronation 
of King Edward, sat today in the -coun- 
of Whitehall to adjudicate 
between the nobles who are wrangling 
for ancient but generally empty and 
often ludicroug honors. The most prom- 
inent fight is that between the duke of 
Althol, the earl of Ancaster, the marquis 
of Cholmondeley and Earl Carrington 
for the lord great chamberlainship, 
which the court passed on to the house 
of lords.

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Recreation of American Presidents. 

Leslie’s Weekly: While Mr. Roosevelt is 
doubtless the most of an all-round athlete 
who has ever occupied the president’s chair, 
he Ly no means stands alone as a lover of out- 
door life. If our first presidcnt, the im- 
mortal Washington, had any ‘‘weakness,’’ it 
was in the direction of fine horze flesh, a pro- 
pensity common, it might be said, among Vir- 
@nia gentlemen in his day. Asa boy he liked 
nothing better than the breaking of an ‘¢In- 
ruly colt. It is said that he once rode ten 
different horses into Alexandria in a single 
week. During his latter years his stables at 
Mount Vernon were the best in the country. 
He visited his horses the first thing upon 
risine in the morning, and always saw that 
they had their breakfast before he had his 
own. He always had a ne pack of hounds, 
too, and was quite as fond of hunting as his 
present successor at the capita! Fexes and 
stags were the ordinary game in Virgiuia 
in those days, and in pursuit of these Wash- 
ington found his chief recreation. 

Thomas Jefferson was another true Virginian 
in respect to his luve for fine horses, of which 
he owned many. When he was president he 
made a practice of .horseback riding almost 
every afternoon, no matter what the weather 
might b>, and he kept up this custom until 
within a few days of his death. John Quincy 
Adams’ Puritan ancestry and training did not 
prevent him from entertaining a great fond- 
ness for horse-racing, and it is said that he 
used to walk out to the Holmstead race course, 
2 miles from Washington, and back again, 
whenever a good programme was announced. 
Franklin Pierce was a good horseman and 
always well-mounted. Harrison and Taylor 
were devoted to open-air exercise, and both 
of them for years almost lived in the saddle. 
The same may be said, with some modification, 
of Tyler and Polk. 

As for John Quincy Adams, his diary shows 
that he paid great attention to physical exer- 


—, 


cise. Much space is occupied with his obser- 
vations on this subject Entries about his rid- 
ing horses and the benefits derived from rid- 
ing and swimming, all sandwished between en- 
tries respecting experiments in gardening and 
horticulture in a manner which indicates that 
he fully realized the benefits and enjoyments, 
as well as the necessity, of out-door exercise. 

Andrew Jackson was not only one of the best 
horsemen of h‘s day. but he was an ardent 
lover of out-door sports. He was a daring 
rider to hounds, and vgas equally daring in 
his wagers on horses in whose speed he had 
confidence. Of Mr. Roosevelt's three imme- 
diate predecessors, Harrison, Cleveland and 
McKinley, it cannot be said that any one of 
them was much given to any out-door recrea- 
tion except walking and occasional driving, 
and Mr. Cleveland least of all.

Richmond, Va., Devember 4.—The gen- 
eral assembly of Virginia met today, but 
transacted no business of general interest 
except to receive Governer Tyler’s mes- 
sage and confirm the nominations for of- 
ficers of the two branches made by th» 
democratic caucuses last night. 

Governor Tyler in his. message reports 
the finances of the state in good condi- 
tion, refers to “invisible property” as 4 
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GOVERNOR TYLER, 
Of Virginia. 
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fruitful source of inequality in the col- 
lection of taxes, and suggests as a rem 
edy for unequal land assessments that the 
legislature should arrange for sufficient 
revenue, to be derived from other sources 
than real estate, to meet the expenses of 
the government, and then cease to tax 
real estate for state purposes, ‘“‘but leave 
that class of property to be taxed by 
counties and cities.’’ The governor re- 
iterates what he said before the board of 
public works a year or two ago—that the 
railroad companies of this state are not 
bearing their proper share of taxation. 

The governor reports that the total out- 
Standing debt of Virginia is $26,826,280, 
Four years ago the market value of these 
bonds was between 69 and 70 cents; naw 
it is over 100.

It gives the full history 
of the movement begun in December, 1855, 
fcr the purchase of Mount Vernon by 
the Mount Vernon Ladies Association of 
the Union, all the legislation of the state 
in relation to that association as well as 
the acifon of the legislatures of the past 
looking to the retention of the remains of 
Washington at Mount Vernon, the facts 
showing the purchase of Mount Vernon, 
the agreement for its purchase and ceed, 
which point out how Mount Vernon is 
held. 

“The credit for this report is due,’’ says 
the message, ‘‘to Judge James B. Sener, 
one of the board of visitors. Judge Sener 
has given to the preparation of this re- 
port a great deal of time, much investiga- 
tion and very thoughtful consideration. 
The report has the full concurrence of 
the other members of the board: Hon.

Another Test of the Fulton. 

The severest test to which a sub- 
marine boat has ever been put will be 
made within two weeks, when the.Ful- 
ton undertakes to sail from New York 
to Washington. It is possible that the 
greater part of the trip will have to 
be made under water and naval men 
regard the experiment as dangerous 
in the extreme. The Holland made the 
trip, but was towed from Sandy Hook 
to smooth water. 

The Fulton lay at the bottom of 
Great Peconic bay for fifteen hours, 
while a storm raged that did much 
damage along the coast, but there is 
quite a lot of difference between lying 
at the bottom of a bay and taking 
chances out on the ocean. Naval men 
Say that in heavy weather the Fultor 
would have to make the entire ocean 
trip under water,and thisis consider- 
ed almost an impossipility, as the Ful- 
ton cannot carry two crews, and one 
crew would be exhausted. Two crews 
will be in readiness, however, and the 
Fulton will have a convoy in the shape 
of a private yacht with naval experts 
on board. If the weather is too rough 
for the crews to be shifted, the crew 
that is in the Fulton will have to con- 
tinue at work until the weather mod- 
erates or the Potomac is reached. 

While the experiments with this 
kind of naval craft have been highly 
satisfactory, such boats are evident 
ly regarded by naval experts as al- 
most as dangerous to those on board 
as they would be to a hostile man of 
war.

Legislature Takes: Up Question of 
Million-Dollar Fund. . 


RESOLUTION IS INTRODUCED 


Congress Will Be Asked To Appro- 
priate the $105,000,000 to Ed- 
ucational Purposes in South. 


A resolution was vesterday introduced 
in the senate -by Senator Howell, of the 
thirty-fifth disfrict.. and in the house by 
Representatives Houston, Slaton and 
Egleston, memoralizing congress to pass 


|a bill appropriating proportionally to the 
‘southern states the $16,000,000 accruing 


from the sale of captured and abandoned 
property and the cotton tax fund, to edu- 
cational purposes in the south. 

The resolution wags introduced at the 
instance of the committee composed of 
Judge George Hillyer, Colonel W. L- 
Scruggs. Dr. John E. White, Judge H. B. 
Tompkins, Dr. W. W. Landrum, Dr. }. 
T. Tichenor and Mayor Mims, appointed 
at the meeting held Tuesday afternoon 
in the office of Captain W. D. Ellis. Ac- 
cording to the regular custom, the reso- 
lution will lay on the table for one day 
before it ig acted upon. 

As told in The Constitution of Wednes- 
day, a meeting of prominent citizens 
was held to discuss this matter. The 
committee named was appointed, and 
held a brief -meeting in Mayor Mims’ 
Office yesterday morning. 

Text of Resolution. 

Following is the resolution in full: 

Whereas, there is now in the treasury va 


United States a sum approximating $39, 
000 arising from the sale of captured and 
abandoned property, and a fund approximating 
$66.000,000 arising from what is known as the 
cotton tax fund. Both of said funds have been 
exacted from the people of the south in time 
of passion and excitement connected with the 
war between the states, and which funds for 
reasons of justice based on law and fact it is 


| believed should he refunded to the people from 


whom said funds were taken. Ahd 

Whereas, it is at this late day impracticable 
to aseertain and Identify the particular per- 
sons who would be entitled as indfViduals to 
participate in°a distribution of said fundd, but 
it being plain that the same came exclusively 
from the people of the south: therefore, 
Resolved, That it is the sense of this general 
assembly that safd funds should be devoted and 
applied specifically -to educationa] purposes 
amongst the people of the southern states, and 
the congress of the United States is hereby 
requested by a bill suitably framed to appro- 
priate the same. to such purposes accordingly: 
and that the same be done through the agency 
of the legislatures of said southern states‘ or 
by commissions in each state or other agency 
poe - in thg wisdom of congress may be 
evised,

But even should it 
pass there will be no funds in the treas- 
ury With which to make payment. 

The legislature last year. appropriatea 
$690,000 for pensions for 1902 as follows: 
Disabled. soldiers, $190,000; widows, $200,000: 
indigent soldiers, $300,000.

| stated he would need an addition of $140, - 


500 to that amount, or a total of $830,500. 
Of the additional amount $62,500 is for new 
indigent soldiers, approved during the 
last year, and $78,000 is for the new class 
of widows recently created by the legis- 
lature. 

Now that the Blalock resolution has 
been defeated by the house there is no 
chance for the additional indigent pen- 
sioners nor for the new class of widows. 
The widows were to be paid out of any 
funds in the treasury not otherwise ap- 
propriated, and no such funds will exist 
during the next year at least. It is said 
it will be imposible to pay the additiona! 
indigents even should the legislature ap- 
propriate the money, because the money 
will not be there for the purpose. 

Commissioner Lindsey is now preparing 
to pay the pensidn money for next year; 


that is, he is taking the preliminary steps, 


for the payments will net be made unth 
about the middle of next’ month. He has 
started sending out the application blanks 
to the ordinaries of the flfferent coun- 
ties, and will endeavor to get them al, 
in as near the Ist of January as possible. 
‘He will begin paying pensions in an order 
to be fixed, about January 15, or as s00n 
as the treasurer has finished paying the 
interest on the bonded debt. 


CROVATT FOR THE SENATE. 

Judge A. J. Crovatt, of Brunswick, was 
in the city yesterday on business and 
spent some time at the capitol. Judge 
Crovatt will be a candidate for senator 
in the next election, and it is said his 
election is already practically assured. It 
wili be Glynn county’s time next year to 
furnish the senator from the fourth dis- 
trict, the present senator, Hon. J. J. Up- 
church, being from Chariton county. 
Judge Crovatt is one of Glynn county's 
most prominent and progressive citizens 
and will make an able member of the 
upper house. 

There are many members of the pres- 
ent house who will probably be in the 
next senate, but that body will also con- 
tain much new material. There is al- 
ways considerable interest in the com- 
position of the senate and it will prob- 
ably be pretty well known some months 
before the election is held.

Treasurer Park has béen 
quoted in The Constitution as saying he 
considered the interest as much a)part 
of the bonded debt as i# the prindipal, 
and he is said to havé stated to Gov- 
ernor Candler that he would pay the in- 
terest out of that fund if the resolgtion 
became a law.

First Section of Constitutional 
Amendment Bill Is 
‘ Defeated, 


STRONG PLEA IS MADE 
FOR IT IN THE SENATE 


By a Vote of 21 to'\17 the First Sec- 
tion of Proposed Amendments 
Was Knocked Out—Able 
Arguments Made on 
Both Sides. 


The first section of the constitutional 
amendment bill was acted on by the sen- 
ate yesterday morning, and as it failed 
to get the necessary two-thirds vote fail- 
to pass. Following is the section in 
ull: 


Section |. There shall be created by the gen- 
eral assembly an appellate court which shall sit 
in two or more divisions. as may be provided

This is the amendment just as it was 
put in the bill by the committee, and as 
there were no amendments offered to it 
it Was acted on as originally drafted. 

Senator Bell began the discussion when 
he moved that section 1 be adopted, and 
gave his reasons for it. Senator Bell 
Stated that the appellate court proposed 
Was an intermediate court between the 
city and superior courts and the supreme 
court. He said that it was necessary in 
order that the work of the Supreme court 
might be decreased and facilitated. 

Senator Cobb said he would like to hear 
some one explain more fully the need of 
such a court. He pointed to the fact that 
it had only been a few years since the 
supreme court had been doubled, and he 
could not see now why it was necessary 
to establish a new court to relieve the 
Supreme court. 

Senator Boynton spoke for the section. 
ft Stated that something should be done 
to relieve the supreme court either by 
this amendment or some other plan. He 
Stated that there were now on the su- 
preme court docket 600 cases, and in @ 
Short while there would be 400 more, 
making in all a thousand cases. He de- 
clared that there was a perfect flood of 
business continually coming up from the 
city courts, and that these city courts 
were being rapidly increased all the 
time. Under the section proposed he ex- 
plained how the cases from city courts 
‘would go to the court of appeals and 
give the supreme court a chance to pass 
upon other cases in the manner inténded. 

Senator Baker started out with the 
proposition that he hoped the senate 
would reject the amendment because it 
was increasing the offices, office holders 
and expenses of the same. Senator Hern- 
don favored the amendment, and Sena- 
tor Cann explained that the section was 
a mere skeleton of what would follow, 
and showed how the court of appeals 
would be established with little or no cost 
to the state. 
Senator Tatum was opposed to the sec- 
tion and all others because he declared 
he believed our constitution was what it 
should be. 
_All of the senators gisplayed a keen 
interest in the discussion. and indicated 
a desire to go into the matter fully and 
carefully. On a vote the yeas and nays 
were as follows:

As it takes a two-thirds vote of the 
senate, which is thirty, to place any 
constitutional amendment before the peo- 
ple to vote on, the amendment was de- 
clared lost. 

Amendment Is Offered. 

Senator Sullivan, of the eighteenth, in- 
troduced during the session an amend- 
ment to the bill which is of importance. 
Mr. Sullivan bellevrs that if his amend- 
ment, which is as follows, shoul pass, 
that it would mean many thousands of 
dollars to the state: 

That the genera] assembiy may, however, for 
the purnp:se of inducing and encouraging in- 
dustrial investment in Georgia exem,.: from 
taxation of such time and to such extent 
as it may deem proper, all industrial invest- 
ment in cotton manufacturing or other Jabor 
employing enterprise. 

This is an additional amendment to the 
bill, and when it comes to a vote Mr. Sul- 
livan will make a strong fight for it. 

At the conclusion of the vote on the 
first amendment the hour of adjournment 
was near at hand, and further action on 
the bill was deferred until this morning 
at 10 o'clock, when the senate will meet 
and take up the other sections in their 
numerical order.

ITS FATE IN BALANCE 


Measure for the Erection of Handsome New Passen- 
ger Station in Atlanta, Is Before House 
This Morning. 


HE depot bill will be the first meas- 
[To taken up for consideration In 
the house this morning. 

By a vote of 104 to 17 the house yester- 
day adopted the report of the rules com: 
mittee which recommended that the bill 
be made the special order for today, and 
it is therefore up to the ‘members @o say 
whether the state shall erect a new pis- 
senger station in Atlanta or allow the 
old shed to remain as it is. 

The bill. which was introduced by Mr. 
Gress, of Wilcox, some time ago, provides 
that $500,000—to be taken from the yearly 
rental of the Western and Atlantic rail- 
road—be appropriated to build a depot on 
the state’s property here, and that’ a 
committee of seven, four from the house 
the governot 


and two from the senate, 
appointed to 


being chairman, shall be 
investigate the matter, advertise for plans 
and arrange for the erection of the new 
station. 

According to the provisions of the bihk 
the depot is to be co:mpieted by 1905 ant 
the money to build it shall be appropri- 


ated within three y ears—$100,000 durin: 


1902, $200,000 in 1908 and the rerhaining 
$200,000 in 1904. The $500,000 thus set asid:« 
is to cover the cost of the depot and al. 
damages that may arise from its erec- 
tion. 

Since the introduction of the bill a num- 
ber of efforts have been made to have it 
taken up as a special order to be dis- 
posed of without delay, but the oppo- 
nents of the measure were, until yester- 
day, successful in keeping it down.

KNOCKED OUT 


Favorable Report of Commit 
tee Disagreed to by Vote 
of 76 to 74. 


EFFORT WILL BE MADE T0 
HAVE ACTION RECONSIDERED 


Measure Provided That the Interest 
on the Bonded Debt of the State 
Should Be Paid Out of the 
Public Property 
Fund.

After more than two hours of strenu- 
ous debate the Blalock resolution, pro- 
viding that the interest on the public debt 
of the state be paid out of the public 
property fund, was killed in the house 
yesterday. 

The measure was considered in the com- 
mittee of the whole, which reported fa- 
vorably to the house, but tHe report was 
disagreed to by a vote of 76 to 74. §$o 
close was the vote that, at the request 
of the speaker, the roll call was veri- 
fied.

No Salaries for Teachers. 

Mr. Blalock, the author of the resolu- 
tion, declared on the floor that unless 
the bill was passed there would be a de- 
ficit in the treasury next year which 
would affect every interest in the state. 
He said further that Governor Candler 
had told him that unless the deficiencies 
were met the school teachers of Georgia 
could not be paid their salaries in 1902. 

The question involved in the resolution 
was one affecting the constitution and 
was as to whether the interest on the 
bonded debt is a part of: that, debt, 

Those who spoke for.the passage of the 
resolution were Mr. Reid, of Campbell: 
Mr. Gary, of Richmond; Mr. Blalock, of 
Fayette, while those who opposed the 
measure on the floor were Mr. Copeland, 
of Walker: Mr. Whitchard, of Terrell; 
Mr. Wright, of Floyd, and several others. 

The resolution was taken up again yes- 
terday morning under the head of un- 
finished business. The house voted to 
restrict the debate to two hours, allow- 
ing each side sixty minutes in which to 
present. argument. 

One of the opponents of the resolution 
in referring to the act of 1882, which had 
been introduced by the friends of the 
measure to show that the legislature 
had previously voted to pay interest on 
the’ bonded debt out of money deriveq 
from the sale of public property, said 
that no act of the legislature could be 
cited as a precedent, as the general as- 
sembly was noted for passing unconsti- 
tutional measures. 

Reid Urged Its Passage. 

Mr. Reid, of Campbell, delivered a clea® 
cut and foreeful argument in behalf of 
the resolution. He said if it did not 
pass it was highly probable that the mil- 
itary, Soldiers’ home and other appropria- 
tions would not go through. He asserted 
that the constitution should be construed 
as it was written and not as some one 
else construed it. He considered the pro- 
visions of the resolution in perfect ac- 
cord with the constitution. 

Mr. Whitchard, of Terrell, spoke against 
the measure. He said he thought the con- 
stitution clear on the subject and he was 
of the opinion that the resolution shoula 
not pass. Mr. Gary, of Richmond, made 
a short speech in advocacy of the reso- 
lution. Then Mr. Copeland, of Walker, 
took the position that there was no neces 
sity for passing the resolution. Mr. 
Wright, of Floyd, spoke against the bill. 

At the request of the gentleman from 
Bibb a letter from Judge Logan E. 
Bleckley was read. Judge Bleck- 
ley expressed the belief that the pro- 
visions of the Blalock resolution were un- 
constitutional. Mr. Johnson, of Bartow, 
introduced an amendment to the resolu- 
tion, which Mr. Blalock declared would 
destroy the whole idea of the bill. 

The committee of the whole then 
agreed upon a favorable report on the 
resolution, but the house refused to adopt 
the report. Seventy-four members voted 
in favor of the resolution, while seventy- 
six voted against it. State Treasurer 
Park was present during the debate on 
the resolution and displayed the liveliest 
interest in the proceedings. 

Afternoon Session. 

During the afternoon session of the 
house yesterday Mr. Johnson, of Bartow. 
introduced a bill seeking to amend the 
constitution of the state so as to provide 
that the proceeds of the sale of state 
property should be applied to the pay- 
ment’ of the bonded debt or the interest 
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thereon. The same bil! introduced 
yesterday as a substitute for the Blalock 
resolution, but it was voted down. 

Mr. Mutherin, of Richmond, introduced 
a resolution providing that there should 
be morning, afternoon and evening ses- 
sions in the house during the remainder 
of the session.

Few men in Atlanta were more exten- 
sively known than Major Parsons. He 
was one of the pioneers of the city. He 
was of a retiring @isposition but was 
courteous and gentle with all he met. 
By birth he wos nn Englishman, but the 
greater portion of his life was passed in 


Atianta. Four vears after Major Parsons 
located in Atlanta the war between the 
states started. and among the first to ten- 
fer their services to the south was the 
Englishman. confederate service 
he rose to the rank of mafor. 

Along with the late G. W. Adafr he was 
a pioneer in estate business, and 
up to h’s last illness was a worker in 
that line 

Major Parsons Atlanta under 
peculiar and interesting circumstances. 
When he left England. in the early fifties, 
he went to New Zealand. In his work it 
became necessary for him to secure a sup- 
ply of fruit bearing and ornamental trees. 
The trees had to be secured away from

The trees reached the point of destination, 
and Major Parsons has since said re- 
peatediy that every tree not only survived 
the trip but that each one carried the 
life Georgia soil had given it to the far- 
away country, and that not a single one 
failed to grow. 

“The truth is,"”’ Major Parsons was fre- 
quently heard to say, ‘“‘the forestry of 
New Zealand owes its condition of today 
to that shipment from Georgia. Especial- 
ly true is this of the fruit bearing trees. 
From that shipment sprouts, seeds and 
grafts were secured which now form a 
feature in the fruit raising industry in 
that country.”’ 

Major Parsons’ correspondence with 
Colonel] Adair resulted in the major leav- 
ing New Zealand with Atlanta as the 
point of his destination. 

Major Parsons was one of the most 
devout churchmen of the city and a mem- 


ber of St. Philips. To that church he 
had always been a most liberal giver. 
Two of the wings of the church were 


built from his private purse and no call 
made upon him by his church was ever 
refused. 

Sunday last the pew always occupied 
by Major Parsons was vacant. His ab- 
sence was observed by many regular at- 
tendants, but none thought of approach- 
ing death. Monday his gondition showed 
a rapid failing, and that day he was re- 
moved from his home by his two old 
friends, Captain George Drummond and 
J. B. Roberts. to the infirmary. 

Yesterday afternoon he met death with 
the calm of one wao had made his 
peace with the Infinite. 

No arrangements have yet been made 
for the funeral. The remains wil] be 
removed to Miller & Bowden's under- 
taking apartments this morning. A guard 
of honor, composed of confederate vet- 
erans, wil] assume contro] und watch be- 
side the casket until the march to the 
cemetery begins. 

Major Parsons leaves no relatives in 
Atlanta. Three years ago his wife. a 
Companion of many years, was laid to 
rest in Oakland. In New Zealand the 
major has three or four sons, all of whom 
“re prosperous and well to do. They have 
been advised by letter of the death of 
their father. The funeral] arrangements 
will be announced tomorrow, the real 
estate men of the city acting as an honor- 
ary escort.

COMMITTEE GETS 
DOWN T0 WORK 


Committees of Whole Has Its First 
Meeting. 


R. C. BOSCHE IS ELECTED 


After a Session Lasting Over Two 
Hours; an Adjournment Was 
Had Until 3 O’Clock This 
Afternoon.

The council committee of the whole, 
which has under consideration the pro- 
posal of H. M. Atkinstdn looking toward 
a consolidation of the Atlanta Railway 
and Power Company's. properties an 
the allied interests of the Atlarta Rapid 
Transit Company, held its first meeting 
yesterday afternoon at 3 o’clock. 

The meeting lasted over two hours, and 
further than a general sche@ule for the 
holding of future meetings, nothing of 
importance was accomplished. 

The major portion of the time was 
taken up in the selection of a permanent 
Secretary for the committee. There was 
considerable debate on this matter, and 
after a discussion that lasted about 
three-quarters of an hour, R. C. Boscheg 
was elected secretary and A. M. Hoke, 
Official stenographer. Mr. Hoke had 
been previously employed by Mr. Atkin- 
son to report the full proceedings of the 
committee, and on a statement from J. 
J. Spalding the committee was empower- 
ed to secure his services at one-half cost. 

Among other things decided by the 
committee were: That meetings should 
be held each day at 3 until 6 o’clock; that 
each interested party be allowed to ad- 
dress the meeting at a length not to ex- 
ceed three hours; that the books of the 
Atlanta Railway and Power Company 
and the Atlanta Rapid Transit Company 
should be placed before the committee at 
any ‘time they might demand them, and 
that an expert. to be appointed by the 
committee, be employed to look into 
these books 
After the election of a secretary, and 
a brief statement trom J. J. Spalding, at- 
torney for Mr. Atkinson, the committee 
adjourned to meet again this afternoon 
at 3 o'clock, when the proposal submitt2d 
by Mr. Atkinson will be fully discussed 
by Preston Arkwright. 


Detail of Meeting. 

Fully an hour was consumed in dis- 
cussing the proper manner of procedure 
by the committee. Several brief speecnes 
were made, and it was the consensus of 
Opinion that all parties who cared should 
be heard from. Bearing on this. point, 
Alderman Jahnson introduced the fol- 
lowing resolution, which, as amended by 
™ 
Councilman Kontz, was adopted: 

Fesclved, That in the consideration of the 
franchise question now befcre this commit- 
tee, that each member be allowed to addregs 
the chairman as long as he may desire, to 
ask any question or questions of any rentle- 
man not a member of this body upon any 
Subject he may choose to designate, and that 
all efforts be expended by this cammittee to 
hear all remarks of everybody interested, with 
the view to reach a permanent and wise con- 
clusion which will be just t6 the city and 
fair to the corporations who are asking its 
favors. 

Resolved further, That Mir. H. M. Atkinson 
and his counsel, and any evidence desired, 
to be offered by him and the interests repre- 
sented by him, be heard: that thereafter any 
citizen or any person desiring to be heard be 
allowed such privilege: that thereafter any evi- 
dence tendered in the premises by any one 
be considered and that thereafter the matter 
under consideration be argued by the mayor, 
city atiorney and members of the general coun- 
cil so Wishing and that on Monday afternoon 
next, after conclusion of argument, the report 
of the committee be formulate] and _ there- 
after presented to the general council, and that 
the session of the. committee until. the con- 
clusion of argument be each day, Sunday ex- 
cepted, from 3 o'clock p. m. until not later 
than 6 o'clock p. m., and that after conclusion 
of evidence and argument by others save 
the members of the committee, council for 
the mcvant, Mr, H. M. Atkinson, shal! close 
the argument. 


Will Ask for Books. 
Councilman Lewis introduced the fol- 
lowing resolution, which was also adopt- 
ed: 


Resolved, That this committee request the 
Atlanta Railway and Power Company, the 
Atlania Railway Company and the Atlanta 
Rapid Transit Company to. bring their books 
showing the receipts and disbursements of 
said companies for years 190!. 1900 and !1899., 
and that this committee call in an expert, now 
to be named, who shall go over said books 
with this committee in order that we may 
be fully informed as to the exact financial 
condition of said companies; provided, that the 
committee calls for the books or information 
hereinafter indicated. 


Mr. Spalding Speaks. 

On motion of Councilman Grady all in- 
terested parties were provided with seats 
inside the railing. Mr. Atkinson was the 
first speaker. 

He said that Messrs. Spalding and 
Brandon represented him and that Mr. 


Spalding would be the first speaker. 

We come here to talk business; to have an 
interchange of views. My statement will be 
brief. Others who are in touch with these 
matters will undertake to discuss before you 
the situation of these }roperties, their condi- 
tion, and their earnings, and to go into it In 
a full and frank way to give you the informa- 
tion you want. 

We somewhat regret that you, before eiving 
us an opportunity to be heard, passed the 
eeremonious and formal. resolution in a way 
directing that we present our books and papers 
as though it was a matter that sheuld he 
extracted from us; because if the matter had 
just waited we would have said that we would 
cheerfully accede to any such request. We are 
here to furnish facts, and there is no witn- 
holding anything. There is no use of com- 
pulsion to get at anything we are able to 
furnish to get at the facts of the situation. 


We do not come as enemies, and we do not 
want to be met in that spirit. We come here 
as a part of this city. We come here with 


our future indissolubly Iinked with the future 
of the city. We come here knowing that if the 
city prospers in the future We can prosper; 
and if the city does not prosper, we cannot 
prosper, We hope that in the course of the 
future procedure we will be met (and I know 
that we will be), by this honorable committee 
in that spirit and in that manner. 

There are, no doubt, interests outside the 
council that would be delighted to see a row 
injected between these properties and the 
reople. I am afraid that such a spirit exists 
in some quarters of the city that would be de- 
lighted to foment discord and inject this thing 
into a political brawl in order to serve their 
political interests, and construct an atmos- 
phere in which their ambitions an4 sspirations 
might hope to survive. Knowing that that 
epirit is not inside this room, we come, where 
we came in the very beginning when you ap- 
pointed your first committee, ready to treat In 
a fair. straightforward business ,maiiner. 

We have mate a plain written proposition, 
and it is for you to take that up and consider 
it as the representatives of the business in 
terests of the city and say whether {ft is best 
for the city to make a just recommendation 
and cume tv an agreement with us, or whether 
it ir oest not to do it. That is the question 
here, and we believe that ‘here can be but 
one answer. We believe {t is your interest 
(the city’s interest and our interest are iden- 
tical), that when it comes to the proposition 
‘hat thir matter ought to be eliminated from 
politics: that st should be put where it belongs, 
on the basis of business, and we are and have 
been willing t* put it there. 

Mr. Reed ts radically mistaken as to the 
ownership of these properties. The parties who 
purchase’ a controlling interest in the Atlanta 
Railway and Power Company do not own one 
dollar of the stock or the securities of the 
Atlanta Rapid Transit Company in any mar 
ner, shape or form. Most of the present own- 
era of the Atlanta Railway and Power Com- 
q?te men who were associated with the 
gentlemen who formerly owned {it and who 
sold it. They still retacn to a large extent 
the same holdings they had. and the interests 
which have bought tn have no sort of ifn- 
terest {h the eeturities or stock of the Atlanta 
Rapid Transit Company. That is an answer 
to the suggestion that these properties are 
already subject to any !ncome tax.
